Alancar, Brazil’s new Ambassador 
to Washington, will be to invite 
North American capital to toke a 
more extensive part in the devel- 
opement of Brazil’s vast resources. 
He told the Associated Press cor­ 
respondent just before leaving there 
for the United States by the way' 
of England: 
*‘North Americans already under­ 
stand that our country offers them 
a vast field for their activities. Be­ 
cause of the transport crisis, both 
the importation and exportation be­ 
tween the two countrtes, while con­ 
siderable, do not attain the propor­ 
tions they ought. 
Brazil does not 
import millions and millions of dol­ 
lars worth of goods that she might 
due, as I have said, to this lack of 
transportation. 
The creation of ad­ 
ditional North American steamship 
lines to Brazil would increase the 
exq^Hent impression that now ex­ 
ists among the Brazilian people and 
commerce.’’ 
Ambassador de Alancar said he 
hoped to interest groups of North 
American financiers and industrial 
concerns in the developement of the 
mineral resources of Brazil. 
Some 
time ago, he said. North American 
syndicates acquire vast areas of 
mineral lands, iron and manganese 
in the state of Minas, Gereas. 
He 
pointed to this territory#as an op-, 
portunity for initiative. 
"Petroleum,” continued Ambassa­ 
dor, "the existence of which in Bra­ 
zil has been confirmed ought, if 
properly explored, to constitute a 
great source of national wealth. In

BEING PROTECTED 
. - THE POLICE SAY 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 30.— In­ 
vestigations are being conducted in 
Oklahoma City and Lawton that may 
wad to the discovery of a scheme to 
protect army deserters in this part 
of the country, according to the 
statem ent Thursday of Jerry Smith, 
chief of police. 
Ih w e Soldiers Arrested. 
A areek ago Jess Sosbee, plain­ 
clothesman, on information received 
from Fort Sill arrested three alleged 
df serter* *n a rooming house in 
Oklahoma City. These men were in 
the company of a soldier who said 
be was an “M. P./* and who, ac­ 
cording to Sosbee, tried to keep the 
soldiers from being taken to Jail by 
declaring he had transportation for 
them to return to Lawton. 
At the police station, Chief Smith, 
called Colonel Williams, in charge of! 
Fort Sill, to inquire about the M. P., 
and while he was talking over the 
phone the soldier disappeared. Col. j 
Williams said he was not known at 
Fort Sill. 
Th next day a man who said he 
was a department of justice officer 
arrived in Oklahoma City and with 
other policemen is said to have 
visited several rooming houses pre­ 
tending to be after information on 
the alleged deserters. He was said 
Thursday by Chief Smith not to be 
a department of justice agent but to 
have been attempting to implicate 
the police in the scheme. 
“Agent* Also Sought. 
This man and the M. P. are being 
sought both by army officers and 
the police, as they are believed to 
be a t the head of the scheme. 
When it wa* found impossible 
to obtain the release of three sol­ 


diers in Oklahoma City the man 
and the M. P. are said to have gone 
to Lawton and made allegations 
that members of the police depart­ 
ment here received money to protect 
soldiers. 
It was on the strength of these 
allegations that Sosbee, Mike Sulli­ 
van, Jack Thomas and John Hubat- 
ka, detectives, were called to Fort 
Sill to attend the trial of the al­ 
leged deserters. The details of the 
scheme were then discovered and 
the local police fully exonerated, 
Chief Smith said Thursday.

One among the many fine things 
about Jesus during His earthly life, 
was His sincerely.

It is Interesting to trace our 
word “Sincere** back through its 
history. During the days when the 
Roman Empire was flourishing, the 
buildings were usually constructed 
of stone. If a face stone was brok­ 
en. or cracked, the builder would 
fill up the hole with wax. The latin 
word for wax was ‘‘cera** and the 
word “sine** meant without. Con­ 
sequently the specifications would 
always have the two words “sine 
cera**, 
meaning 
“without 
wax**. 
Hence our word “sincere** meaning 
literally without wax. 
In 
other 
words, bejust what you pretend to 
be; say what you mean and mean 
what you say. 
Sincerity is the antithesis of hyp­ 
ocrisy, and the secret of hypocrisy 
is to attempt to appear well, with­ 
out paying the price that BEING 
RIGHT costs. In other words we 
should always endeavor to be gen­ 
uine, which is only another word for 
sincere. I heard a merchant say the 
other day that one of the hardest 
things to do these days was to get 
GENUINE goods; that it did not 
m atter what was paid for the ar­ 
ticle, if it should be examined close­ 
ly it would be discovered to have 
something shoddy about it. 
How true this is getting to be 
of humanity. How badly do we need 
more GENUINE men and women.

Debs, declaring he spoke “as a so­ 
cialist, a revolutionist and a bolshe­ 
vist” praised Lenine and Trotzky 
“as the greatest statesmen in the 
modern world” and expressed de­ 
fiance of the laws of this country 
and the supreme court. The speech 
wos distributed In pamphlet form 
by “the city committee of the so­ 
cialist party of Greater New York*’ 
according to the prosecution.

ROME, Jan. 30.— Socialist organ­ 
izers are strongly represented in the 
new Italian Chamber of Deputies. 
Thirty-seven new 
members 
give 
themselves that description in their 
report to the secretary of the Cham­ 
ber. There was not a single organ­ 
izer in the previous Parliament. 
Altogether the Socialists have 156 
deputies in a total membership of 
508. All the 352 deputies outside 
of the Socialist group are opposed 
to them although holding widely 
varying political views. The Catho­ 
lic party has 101 members. These 
latter supported the government and 
arrayed themselves against the So­ 
cialists in a test vote of confidence., 
The number of lawyers and noble­ 
men has decreased. Eight peasants' 
and 13 workmen cit in the present 
Chamber. In the last previous Cham­ 
ber there were no peasants and 
only two workmen.
